to Command. 

Athens, March 2(t.— The npws of the 
dynamiting of the Malaxa blockhouse 
at 8 o'clock lost night, oa the culmina- 
tion of a day of fierce fighting and a 
prolonged siege, has made a ttemendons 
sensation here. It is regarded as an 
event of far-reaching importance, both 
in its effect upon the insium-nts them- 
selves and upon the Greek mind at this 
Stage of the crisis. It confirms the be- 
lief generally entertained here in offi- 
cial dfoles, as well as hy the people at 
large, that the Christians in Crete are 
not hi the least deterred by the block- j 
ade and not in tlie least bcKuilcd liy tho 
appeals of the admirals or the implied 
arguiMiiti o< th« Mtonomy proolama- 
tion. 

Adyioes from Oanea as to the details 
of the day's fighting show that the in- 
mrgents displayed the most desperate 
▼alor and left the Turkish garrison of 
the blookhonse no choice but flight. 
Enotution by the Moslems was fol- 
lowed immediately by ocoapation by 
the insorgenta who were close npon the 
heels of the flying foe. To hold the 
blockhoose in the face of the rain of 
shells from the Turkish warship in 
8ad( bay was impossible. The com- 
manaer of the insurgents having re- 
■olved that th^ coidd not keep it 
neither should th* jfodMns, 1d«w the 
whcde strootnre into fragments with 
soocessive heavy charges of dynamite. 
At 8 p. m. the long-fought-for block- 
house was a mass of burning debris and 
the flames lit np th« b loetaidad w»t«n 
ol the bay. 

ImmedirCely on receipt of the news 
Delaynis aad the minister of war drove 
together rapidly to the royal palace 
where they had an audience with the 
king. What happened there can only 
be guessed at, but one thing is siguiti- 
cant, g jfg George and the cabinet have 
given the oonaent ^ey had with- 
held for the last four days to the formal 
gazetting of Crown Prince Oonstantiu 
as commander-in-chief of the Greek 
army in Thessaly, and the decree will 
be published today. It is understood 
that the crown prince did not wait for 
the actual appearance of his commission 
in print, but started for the frontier at 
4 o'clock this morning. The hour was 
fixed ^o early in order that any unneoes 
sary demonstration by the populace 
might be avoided. 

HThe departure of the crown pnnce 
with the full approval of the king and 
the cabinet to take supreme control of 
the army can have but one meaning, 

The Greek govemnieut is determined 
not to accept the terms ort'ered by the 
powers for a peaceful settlement of the 
Cretan difllonlties. His presence among 
the troops Is certain to have the most 
exhilirating effect upon them, and it is 
notice to Turkey that if a conflict comes 
the Greek trooiw will enter it under 
the leader of their own choice. The 
step thus taken is momentous.

New York, March 26.— A massmeet 
ing to demand legislation for the better 
mentof the condition of Amtciea deep 
water sailors was held last night in 
Cooper Union.

Oscar Strauss, ex-minister 
to Turkey and trustee of tho B;iron 
Hirscli fund, whicli oxi)ends here for 
charital)lt and educational purposes the 
income of 12,400,000 annually, says that 
the baroness has appropriated a sum 
Buffident to buy land and put up a com 
plete building for the Baron Hirsch 
trade school, already established. She 
has further appropriated $1,000,000 for 
the building oI model houses for the 
poor in the tenement district, or where 
ever the trustees of the ftmd mar deter^ 
mine. In addition, she will build t 
working girls' home on plans similar to 
those of other homes she has had built 
in cities abroad. 

The baroness has authorized the edu 
cational alliance, whose work is chiefly 
among the Russian Hebrews, to pay off 
at her expense th* $100,000 mortgag* on 
its property.

Mr. Talbert (Dem., S. C.) opened the 
discussion in a 15 minutes' speech 
against the bill.

of silver in relation to gold, auU to pre- 
serve thereby the advantages which this 
(lepri elation naturally gives to Japanese 
agriculture and Japanese industries, 
and it is not in any sense an attempt to 
e(iuulize values. There was a time in 
the history of the United States when 
we might have token a step identical 
with that which Japan now proposes. 
If. during the years of our civil war, 
when our money was worth but .00 per 
cent of the gold dollar, wo had by law 
de:.-lartd that henceforth our dollar 
should be of the value of 60 
cents only in gold, our legisla- 
tion would have been parallel with 
that which Japan evidently intends. 
We chose to follow a different path. 
The action of Japan accords in a meas- 
ure with tbat of Austria a few years 
since, and with the action projected in 
Russia with this difference: Austria 
forced the permanent depreciation of fts 
money, measured in gold, to the extent 
of some 10 per cent ; Russia will estab- 
lish a reduction of about 88 per cent in 
the value of its rouble, while Japan 
proposes to ptrmanently depMciate its 
exchange, rwallTe to gold, so as to lower 
the value of the y«n to about 48 cents 
on the dollar. The addon of Japan 
must not be construed as an attempt 
to establish and maintain a gold 
standard; it is dmply an attempt 
to preserve the economic advau- 
tages which she at present enjoys be- 
cause of the gold premium which exists 
in Japan, and this at the expense of tho 
great commercial countries of the world 
which have heretofore maintained the 
stability of their cdnage as well as their 
linancial integrity. Of course at the 
present price of silver, measured by 
gold, tlie result of the action of Japan 
would be to drive all its silver out of 
that country. It is premature, how- 
ever, to attempt to forecast the full ef- 
fect of her action in this respect. The 
course of Japan must, in my opinion, 
only serve to hasten some agreeinent 
between the leading commercial nations 
f the world looking to settlement of 
this question upon an international 
basis.'*

— An exjilosiou 
which would have had fearful conse- 
quences if it had happened in tlie in- 
terior of the vessel, occurred to the Brit- 
ish first-class cruiser, Theseus, while 
practicing outside the harbor with tor- 
pedoes, which exphKlt das th(>y were be- 
ing lowered to the ship's launch, injur- 
ing 80 men. 

The The.seus immediately returned 
and the injured men were landed at the 
naval hospital. While two men had 
their legs carried off, miniculons es- 
capes are recorded, one man having his 
ararmeiits blown away without being 
aurt. <-)f the injured, one died today. 

H. M. S. 'I'he.seus is a first-class cruiser 
of 7,350 tons, and was built at Blac^k 
well, England, in 1892, at a cost of 
£847,677. Her length is 860 feet and 
she has 18,000-horse-power. She k> 
30 knots an hoar, comes 12 guns and a 
crew of 644 men.

— A body of in- 
surgent tribesmen in Soos, the south- 
ernmost priivinee of MortK'co, has fallt 
npon and cut to pieces the Sherefi.in 
Punitive expedition, recently sent there 
by the sultan of Morocco to quell a ro' 
bellion. The sultan's troops were taken 
iu ambush. A fresh force sent out has 
in turn defeated the rebels. Eighty 
lieads I'.ave been sent to the sultan as a 
ghastly proof of the victory of his 
troops. Ihese, with 48 others, are now 
exposed at the gates of Morocco. The 
43 are the heads of a band of starving 
tribesmen, who had attacked the sal- 
tan's forces while fnoamped near the 
city of Morocco.

It is uu open secret iu diplomatic 
circles that Spain has practically aban- 
doned her effort to crush the Cuban 
patriots. The war in Cuba has now 
n aelied the negotiations statue. The 
<luestioa of the future is as to wliether 
the people of the island will buy their 
independence or whether they will win 
it bv the sword. 

Within a short time the Spanish gov- 
ernment will initiate negotiations with 
the Unite<l States IfMiking to the settle- 
ment of the Cuban trouble. 

First upon tlie program is a complete 
autonomous government upon the Cana- 
dian model, Spain merely retaining a 
titular Bovez«ignty, but actually giving 
local self-government to the people of 
the island, with the United States 
pledging the payment of tho war debt. 

This proposal will be rejected. 

After that will come the real ques- 
tion : Upon what terms will tho Cu- 
bans treat for indenendenco? Spain is 
now virtually bankrupt, and her best 
hope is, in losing Cuba, to rehabilitate 
national credit, SO that the Philippines 
may bo saved.

The iinporfnnf dccisioaof the Court of 
Appeals in the bank tat ttMk Wis men- 
titmed in yeolerday'i laeae of the BiniU- 
tli». The decision is a very lengtblyotie, 
covering all tbe points. In conclusion it 
says in sobatauce : 

" Some of tbe beet lawyers in tbe State 
were members of the convention which 
framed our Constitution, who gave an 
earneet conaideration to theqneotiona in- 
Tolted in tbeeecaeee, and the eoncloiiona 
which they reached were crystallized into 
Section 174 of tbe Constitotioa, We be- 
lieve that their coikolaaioaa are correct. 

" The former opinion of the court de- 
nies tbe power is in the Legislature to 
say what taxea the brake of tbe State 
shall pay for State pttrpoaes. It denies 
the right of the fje^Iatore to compel 
them to bear any of the bordeoi of eooiliy 
and municipal government. 

" We can not believe the Legislature 
intended to reverse its policy so earn- 
estly panned lor a generation and sur- 
render to the iMtnka its right, previously 
reserved, to control tbem In the matter 
of taxation. 

Ssigenoiea may ariae reqobing the levy* 
ing and collecting of vast sums to meet 
the public demand, yet tbe Legislature 
ia powerleaa to compel the braka to com 
tribute more. The counties and muni 
cipalitiea are annually compelled to raise 
laige same of money by taxation. The 
organic and statutory law of tbe State in 
our opinion require that tbe brake ahould 
contribute their proper share of looh eX' 
penae to the local govemmenta. 

"It the braks which accepted the 
Hewitt law are to be exonerated from 
tbe payment of county and municipa 
tax then during the existence of their re- 
spective charters, in the same city or 
town we will have part of tbe banka pay 
ing county rad municipal tax, while 
others have immunity from such bur- 
dens. It will greatly increase the value 
of tbe stock of the banks enjoying specie! 
p ri vilegea. It will give the favored banks 
a monopoly of the business in their re- 
spective communities. 

" It waa aerioualy aiyued in the former 
opinion of this- court that the enforce- 
ment of the Constitution and laws will 
diminish tbe revenues of the State goV' 
emoarat. With this we have notbfaw to 
(I ). It is our bnsineae to obey the Con 
stitution. 

" While more of onr citiaen's tax will 

go to support the State government, yet 
he is trebly compensated by the banks 
cantributing their fair share of county 
and municipal taxation, and thus reduc- 
ing the amount which each citizen will 
be required to pay to eiutaia the load 
govemmenta." 

It is said one efTect of the decision will 
be that the State will have to pay back 
to the banks nearly 1500,000, and tbe 
b.^nka will have to pay the citiea rad 
eouQtlee about $750,000 in back taxea.

W. R. Boyd, iRad forty-eiglit, and eon, 
MandevUIe, twenty-seven, were killed by 
Amoa Rigfo, a atiot-gan being the weapon 
of death. 

The yoannar Boyd wit * goil'ln'Uw of 
the man who killed him, having recently 

married one of Rigga' daughters. 

Riggs was opposed to the marriage, and 
from what la learned this waa the origin 
of the iidable leedtilft ttp to the inarder. 

The yonng ooaple determined to elope 
a few weeks a$(0, and it is said old man 
Boyd liired Icings to haul a load of wood 
in order to net him away from the hooee 
and give the girl a chance to escape. 

Tlie families live half a mile apart, 
Riggs on Howard Farrow's farm on the 
road ftom Oarmel pike to Taylor*! mill, 
and the Boyds on Dr. Hord'a farm. 

Riggs had warned the Boyda not to 
come on tlie land he had rented, but 
they started across the place Tliursday on 
their way to dinner. Uggi met theui 
with a double-barrel gnn and shot them 
down, in ooM blood it seema from re- 
ports, the father and son falling only fif- 
teen or twenty feet apart. 

Btggp then #ent to his home, told his 
wife what he had done, and left, going to- 
wards Mt. Gilead. It is thou({ht he came 
to Maysville last night and boarded an 
eaatbound 0. and O. freight tndn here 
thia morning. A man answering his de- 
aeription waa aeen at the depot thia 
morning. 

The Boyds were looked upon as peace- 
able eitiaena, and had llTod in the neigh 

borhood about a year. 

Rigf^ killed a man named Ahab Black 
in 1885, and was given three years in the 
penitentiary. He ia the fkther of eight 
or ten children, and this fact probably 
kept the jury from giving him a longer 
term for the Black killing. 

An ugly feature of the case ia that 
young Boyd and hia wife were in Bfaya- 
ville recently consulting the Common- 
wealth and County attorneys about 
having a warrant issued for Riggs on a 
charge of raping one of hia danghtera. 

An inquest was held yesterday after 
noon on the Boyda by 'Squire Mcllvain. 



TAE AMEtUGAN APPLE. 



OrerSli Million Barrels Exported to tier 
many Aloae Ijast Year. 

[EXI'IIHIIKI'I 

In 1896 more than 0,000.000 barrels of 
•Hl^lea were shipped from this oonntry to 
Germany, twenty times more than were 
ever shipped in any former year. When 
properly picked, sorted itnd packed there 
are no apples found on the German mar- 
ket half so popular as American apples, 
none that bring so good a price. They 
are juicy, have more flavor and in every 
poaaible way better answer the require- 
ments of the kitchen than do the apples 
that Germany has heretofore imported 
from the Tyrol and from Northern Italy. 
But the American grower of apples has 
been exceptionally careless iu the pack- 
ing bl his product, so that towards the 
close of the apple export season thoU' 
sands of barrels reached the markets in 
Germany in a ptfletioally worthlaM eon- 
dition. 

About the only contents of the barrel 
fit for use weie thoee placed at either end 
of the barrel where they are likely to be 
seen by the inspector. Inside theee first 
two or three layers were Worm-eaten 
windfalls, fit only for cider when they 
were packed. In thonsandls of tnstanoes 
the barrels contained a masH of dtcayed 
fpoit when they reached their destina- 

The United States Consul at Frankfort 
a«ys that the Italian and Swiss mode of 
packing apples is in striking contrast 
with the careless methods pursued among 
American growers. No windfalls are put 
in the barrels in the Trvol or in Italy. 
Each apple ia picked by hand and when 
quite dry packed in layers in barrels lined 
with heavy manilla paper. In addition 
to thia piewution, at either end of the 
barrels cushions of straw or ezoelaior are 
used BO as to receive the pressure to the 
fruit, and thus avoid bruises.

Vo Furtlier D^troetlon Fr.-im the Floo<U 
Kxpectrd nt Mcuiphhi. 

Meuphu, March 20.— Another slight 
fall in tht virer at Mei^pUa ig noted 
this momluir and a corresponding . rise 
in the spirits of all interested tn tho 
prevailing conditions. The river, ao 
(mrding to the official bulletins of the 
weather bureau, registers 86.7 feet, 
fall of one-tenth of a foot. The river at 
Cairo oontiunoa to ilM while at Pa- 
dncah, it is reported stationary. Dis 
patches from au points south of Mem- 
phis show tliat the Mississippi is rising 
slowly. The continued fair weathf t is 
a fav( rable condition. News riMM ivcd 
from all points along' tlic Mississiiijii 
siib' indicate that the system of levees 
is still intact. These disp^^tches have 
been received by the Illinois (.'entral 
road and are authentic. No more 
breaks are refxirtcxl in thn Arkans-as 
side. All the tntins are rnnninK out of 
Memphis on schedule time with two ex 
reptions. The members of the relief 
committoe, havi^ig receive<l the ship 
ment of tenta from Washington, have 
almost completed the arrangement of 
Camp Congo, where the colored refugees 
will be (inartered and provided for as 
long as necessary. .Such arraiigenient 
will obviate much of, the difflculty of 
the relief work and will enable .this 
work to be pgQggcatad nraoh bum sys 
tematically. • 

The Battleship Iowa. 

Wa.siiin(»tiin, March 26.— The big 
battleship Iowa, the largest and one of 
the most powerful in the American 
navy, will undergo her official speed 
trial, off the Now En^nd ooast, on or 
about the S0th inst The Iowa, which 
was built bj tke WilUam Oramp ft 
Sons' Ship and Engine-building com 
pany of Philadelidbaia has a displace- 
ment of 11.410 tons, length of 860 feet, 
extreme breadth of 78 feet 2 inches and 
mean draught of 24 feet. Her arma- 
ment consists of four 12-iuch and eight 
^<-inch breech-loading rifles, six 4-inch, 
20 6-pounder and four 1-pounder rapid- 
fire guns and four Gatlings. Her com- 
plement will be 160 officers and men, 
and her speed, it is expected, will ex- 
ceed the contract requirement of 16 
knots. Slie cost $8,010,000, ana her 
keel was laid in 1808. 



Whairt Killa« te WlaeoMla. 

Appleton, wis., March 26.— Farmers 
report that practically all of the winter 
wheat and rye of (Jutagamie county has 
bc*'n kille<l during the last winter by a 
lack of snow to protect the grain during 
the cold months. At least three quar- 
ters of the entire wheat and rye crop of 
the county has been destroyed and these 
grains compose about one- third of the 
amount of grain of all kinds raised. 
The majority of the farmers will put ih 
spring wheat instead of the grain that 
was destroyed. The report from Outa- 
gamie county is undoubtedly tnia of 
other oonnties in the ataf . 

Tree Falls ou a Farmer. 
POKTSMOUTH, O., March 26.— George 
Lames, a farmer of Pond Run, this 
ooonty, was probably fatally izijured 
while felling a tree Wednesday after- 
noon, the tree falling aoroM kia leg, 
breaking it in two plaoes and omahing 
the knee joint. He lay in this condi- 
tion over for an hour before the tree 
could be removed. Medical assistance 
was summoned at once and it w^as 
found necessary to amputate the leg. 
The injured man was 6H years old, his 
age making his r aoova i y doubly doinbt- 
ful. " 

Clbvxland, March S6.— The general 
impression among iron men here is that 
the breaking of thn ore pocl will cause a 
big boom in the upper lake mines. It is
